Once upon a midnight dreary, 
while I pondered weak and weary...” So 
begins The Raven, Edgar Allan Poe’s poem 
about a bird’s mysterious midnight visits to 

a man spiraling into madness over the loss of 
his love, Lenore. It’s the kind of haunting tale 
that Halloween enthusiasts Stefanie and Luke 
Schiada knew could translate into a fun and 
thought-provoking gathering with friends. 
“We wanted to take things up a notch and do 
a themed dinner party, so we landed on The 
Raven,” Stefanie says. “It’s appropriately spooky, 
macabre, and mysterious.” 

Working with their offbeat collections, props 
from Halloweens past, and repurposed objects, 
the couple transformed their Brooklyn home 
into a drab chamber that conjured up Poe’s 
unsettling imagery of a man deep in despair. 
The heavy-on-black scheme incorporated flocks 
of faux ravens and plenty of feathery flourishes 


to set a somber mood. 


silho ; 

Download the raven-topped invitation, above 
left, then fill in party details. Stefanie jput her 
own spin on Poe’s poem to summon guests to 
her “chamber.” Roll the invitations to present 
with or inside Chinese “marbled” tea eggs that 
have been blown out. Deliver in boxes with the 
tops spray-painted to reveal a raven silhouette 
created with our printable design.

The bird centerpiece, left, plays off a line from 
the poem about the raven “never flitting.” A 
black feather boa weaves between candles, 
succulents, and blown-out eggshells. 


mirror makeover 

Stefanie worked in words from Poe’s poem 
wherever she could, including on a big mirror in 
the dining room, opposite. She used a specialty 
marker for her unconventional writing surface. 
A feathery wreath and faux birds perched 
above draw attention to the prose. 
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But Stefanie didn’t stick to script. She took 
creative license with Poe’s long, rhyming poem 
(find the words online at famouspoetsandpoems 
.com), tweaking things to work with what she 
had on hand. 

“People should have fun with a concept 
and put their own twist on a literary theme,” 
Stefanie says. “Sure, Poe’s poem had only one 
raven, but we needed lots of perched birds to 
really make an impact. By pulling out that one 
detail and using it in myriad ways, I tied the 
whole party together.” 

She even applied the theme to the menu. 
Offerings were inspired by birds and eggs. As 
much as possible, Stefanie brought in dark-color 
foods, including black linguine that was part 
of the entree and chocolate cake for one of the 


mouthwatering desserts.

poetic place setting ; 

Use a fabric marker and stencil to write the 
raven’s one spoken word—“nevermore”—on 
dish towels to use as napkins, top.

Stefanie chopped up an old 
wig to give Luke a head of hair that’s a cross 
between the poet’s and a raven’s feathery. coat. 

“When it comes to costumes, it’s all about 
fun,” Stefanie says. “You can just use items in 
your closet to interpret your favorite character. 
Emulate the person’s key characteristics, 
exaggerating them for a whimsical look.” 

The couple are no strangers to Halloween 
revelry. They’ve hosted scary spectacles since 
moving into their home about four years ago. 
“We look forward to Halloween because it’s 
an opportunity to do something different,” says 
Stefanie, whose blog (brooklynlimestone 
.com) showcases her offbeat decorating and 
entertaining ideas. “It’s fun to come up with a 
party or event that creates memories that we 


can share with friends and family for years.” 


masked man 

Rather than perching a raven on a bust, as 
was the case in Poe’s poem, Stefanie dressed 
a stone figure, opposite, in a bird mask and 
feathery wig. A faux bird roosts on a stack of 
unbound pages atop a few works by Poe. 


drab display 

Chalkboard spray paint turned a large vase, 
above right, into a writing surface—and another 
place for Stefanie to excerpt the poem. Mossy 
branches, tea-dyed eggs, faux birds, and a 
spooky portrait round out the display.

MATERIALS 
Cardstock or other heavyweight

1% cups all-purpose flour 
34 cup unsweetened 
Dutch-process cocoa powder 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
2 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
Y4 teaspoon salt 
Y% teaspoon ground ginger 
Y4 teaspoon ground cloves 
34 cup butter, softened 
1 cup granulated sugar 
1 egg 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
Light-color corn syrup 
Coarse black decorating sugar 
Small yellow and green candies 


1. In a bowl stir together flour, 
cocoa powder, cinnamon, nutmeg, 
salt, ginger, and cloves. Set aside. In a 
large bowl beat butter with an electric 
mixer on medium to high speed for 
30 seconds. Add granulated sugar. 
Beat until combined, scraping side of 
bowl occasionally. Beat in egg and 
vanilla. Beat in as much of the flour 
mixture as you can with the mixer. 
Stir in any remaining flour mixture. 
Divide dough in half: Cover and chill 
about 1 hour or until easy to handle. 

2. Preheat oven to 350°F. On a 
floured surface, roll out one dough 
half to Y%-inch thickness. Cut dough 
using bird cookie cutters. Place 1 inch 
apart on an ungreased cookie sheet. 

3. Bake in the preheated oven for 
7 to 9 minutes or until centers are set. 
Transfer cookies to a wire rack; let 
cool. Repeat with remaining dough. 


4. When cool, brush tops of a few 
cookies lightly with corn syrup. While 
still wet, sprinkle with decorating 
sugar. Add small candies for beaks and 
eyes. Repeat with remaining cookies. 
Makes about 24 (3-inch) cookies. 


Scary-Face Cupcakes 
18 2¥2-inch unfrosted cupcakes 
in paper bake cups

1. Frost cupcakes with some of the 
chocolate frosting. 

2. For mummy cupcakes, use 
chocolate frosting to attach two 
green sunflower kernels to each of 
six cupcakes as the eyes. Place white 
frosting in a decorating bag fitted 
with a ribbon tip; pipe strips of white 
frosting back and forth to cover top of 
each cupcake, leaving eyes showing. 

3. For werewolf cupcakes, cut 
six black gumdrops almost in half, 
starting from the top of each gumdrop. 
Open slightly and attach to centers 
of six of the remaining cupcakes for 
mouths. For each werewolf, cut two 
triangle-shape ears from another black 
gumdrop; attach ears to cupcake. Cut 
a small tongue from the fruit leather; 
stick tongue inside the mouth. Add 
round white candies for eyes. Place 
chocolate frosting in a decorating bag 
fitted with a small round tip to pipe 
center dots on candy eyes and a nose 
on the top portion of split gumdrop. 
Fit same decorating bag with a star 
tip; pipe chocolate frosting fur all 
around face. Place some of the white 
frosting in a decorating bag fitted with 
a small round tip; pipe teeth on the 


edge of the mouth. Repeat to make 
six wolves. 

4. For Medusa cupcakes, cut 
gummy worms into long, thin strips. 
Curl and pile strips on top of six 
remaining cupcakes. For eyes, use 
chocolate frosting to attach a set of 
round white candies (partially bury 
the eyes in the piles of worms) on 
each cupcake. Place chocolate frosting 
in a decorating bag fitted with a small 
round tip to pipe center dots on 
candy eyes. Makes 18 cupcakes (six 
mummies, six werewolves, and 
six Medusas).

1. In a large bowl let cream cheese, 
cheddar cheese, and butter stand at 
room temperature for 30 minutes. 
Add apple cider and mace. Beat with 
an electric mixer on medium to high 
speed until combined. Stir in red 
onion and chopped sweet pepper. 
Cover and chill for 4 to 24 hours. 

2. Place poppy seeds on a sheet of 
waxed paper. Shape cheese mixture 


into a ball; roll in poppy seeds to coat. 


Let stand at room temperature for 15 
minutes before serving. 

3. Meanwhile, preheat oven to 
375°F. Line baking sheets with 
parchment paper; set aside. For spider 
legs, unroll the breadstick dough. Cut 
each piece of the breadstick dough 
in half. Arrange cut dough strips on 
prepared baking sheets, bending each 
strip into a large Z shape and making 
half of the Zs backward (the last 
segment of each Z should be small). 
Brush breadsticks with beaten egg 
white; sprinkle generously with the 
remaining poppy seeds.

1. Preheat oven to 350°F. Line a 
baking sheet with parchment paper; 
set aside. 

2. In a small bowl combine 
mozzarella cheese and % cup of the 
pizza sauce. Using a rolling pin or 
your fingers, stretch one dinner roll 
to a 4-inch circle. Spoon a slightly 
rounded tablespoon of the cheese 
mixture on the top of the dough 
round. In another small bowl whisk 
together the egg white and the water; 
brush edge of the dough round with 
the egg white mixture. Gather the 
dough edges together and pinch to 
make a ball. Place, seam side down, 
on the prepared baking sheet. Brush 
dough ball with egg white mixture 
and sprinkle with sesame seeds. Halve 
three pretzel sticks to make six legs.

1 recipe Pastry Dough 
20 pearl onions or frozen pearl 
onions, thawed and halved 
3 eggs 
1% cups whole milk 
4 ounces Swiss or Fontina 
cheese, shredded (1 cup) 
3 green onions, sliced 
Y4 teaspoon salt 
Y teaspoon ground black pepper 
¥2 cup pimiento-stuffed green 
olives and/or large pitted 
black olives, sliced 


1. Prepare and chill Pastry Dough, 
page 109. If using fresh pearl onions, 
place them in a saucepan of boiling 
water. Remove saucepan from heat 
and let stand for 5 minutes. Drain. 
When cool enough to handle, remove 
skins from onions; carefully halve 
onions. Set aside. 

2. Preheat oven to 375°F. Divide 
chilled Pastry Dough into 20 portions; 
shape each portion into a ball. Place 
one ball in each of twenty 24-inch 
muffin cups. Press dough into bottoms 
and up sides of muffin cups. Set aside. 

3. In a medium bowl beat eggs 
with a fork until combined. Stir in 
milk, cheese, green onions, salt, and 
pepper. Ladle egg mixture into pastry 
crusts, filling each three-fourths full. 
On top of egg mixture in each muffin 
cup, arrange a pair of pearl onion 
halves, cut sides up, and a pair of olive 
slices on top of onions (the onions 
help keep the olives from sinking). 

4. Bake in the preheated oven for 
20 to 25 minutes or until a knife 
inserted near centers comes out clean. 
Let cool in the muffin cups for 10 
minutes. Using a sharp knife, carefully 
loosen sides. Carefully remove from 
muffin cups; serve warm. Makes 20 
mini quiches. 


Pastry Dough: In a medium bowl 
combine 2 cups all-purpose flour and 
Y% teaspoon salt. Using a pastry cutter, 
cut in %4 cup butter until mixture 
resembles coarse crumbs. Sprinkle 
1 tablespoon ice water over part of 
the flour mixture; gently toss with a 
fork. Push moistened dough to side 
of bowl. Repeat moistening flour 
mixture, using 1 tablespoon ice water 
at a time, until all of the flour mixture 
is moistened (4 to 6 tablespoons ice 
water total).

1. Drizzle caramel topping in a 
zigzag design inside each of eight 
5- to 6-ounce glasses. Drizzle 
chocolate ice cream topping into each 
glass in the same manner. Arrange 
glasses on a tray; freeze until needed. 

2. Butter a large piece of foil; 
set aside. In a large heavy skillet 
spread sugar in an even layer. Heat 
over medium-high heat until sugar 
begins to melt, shaking the skillet 
occasionally; do not stir. When the 
sugar begins to melt, reduce the heat 
to medium-low and cook about 5 
minutes more or until all of the sugar 
melts and is golden, gradually stirring 
the melted sugar into the unmelted 
sugar with a wooden spoon.
